Manager Says Heavy Current Became 
Crossed With Ground Wire, Which 
Carried It Through the Water- 
Soaked Earth to the Wet Stalls. 


Fifty-one fine horses in the stable of the 
WaAtional Brewing Co., at Eighteenth and 
Gratiot ‘streets, were thrown to the floor 
of their stalls, two of them killed out- 
Tight, one paralyzed so that it had to be 
Gestroyed and five others injured by a 
stray electric current Wednesday night. 

The current was communicated from a 
ground wire, running from a heavily burd- 
ened pole of the Missouri-Edison Electric 
Co., which has a plant adjoining the stable 
on the west, to the wet wooden floors of the 
stabie; and from these floors to the iron 
shoes and bodies of the horses. 

Bveryone of the horses was knocked 
Gown by the shock’ Their screams of pain 
fright were pitiful, and for several 
h afterward they trembled violently, 
@nd were covered with a heavy lather. 

The stable is a building of two stories 
end a basement. The stalls are in the base- 
ment and on the first floor. Frank Rupp, 
Stable overseer, lives on the top floor. 
Wednesday night 28 of the horses were on 
the basement floor and 23 on the first floor. 
They stood in their stalls on wooden floors, 
laid over concrete. .The floors were soak- 
ing wet. The rains that had been falling 
in the afternoon and evening saturated the 
aor of the animals and the water dripped

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The Japanese Version of Negotiations 
Shows That Russia Began Prepara- 
tions for War Immediately After 
Japan Made Her First Proposals. 


JAPAN MADE NO WARLIKE 
MOVE UNTIL DECEMBER 


On December 2 Japan Renewed Her 
Demand Concerning Manchuria 
and Corea and Since That Time Has 
Not Yielded an Inch in the Con- 


troversy. 

TOKIO, Jan. 21.—The Jiji Shimponj, a 
government organ, in its issue today con- 
tains a story of the negotiations according 
to which the first Russo-Japanese. diverg- 
ence was hinted at in a meeting of the 
council held June 23, 1993. This story re- 
lates to the succeeding negotiations until 
Oct. 30, when Japan wired her proposals to 
St. Petersburg. 

For #0 days thenceforward Russia hurried 
on war preparations, Japan meanwhile re- 
maining quiescent and awaiting an answer. 

Japan's note proposed that each power be 
, entitled to send police or troops for the 
| protection for the railways in each Corea 
or Manchuria, in case of emergency, but 
they must be withdrawn directly after 
order was restored. 

The Russian reply, dated Dec. 
overbearing and uncompromising; it ex- 
cluded Manchuria and proposed that all 
territory north of the 39th degree of lati- 
tude should be neutral. Japan thereupon 
commenced her préparation for war, and 
on Dec. 2 she presented a note to Russia 
which made the following ‘demands: 

“Both powers sha'l endeavor to maintain 
the territorial integrity of Corea and Man- 
churia; both shall recognize the special 
concessions of each in Corea and China, 
provided the open door policy’ be re- 
spected.”’ 

Japan also refused the neutral proposal! 
and counter propoeal, a neutral zone of 2% 
kilometers (about 15 miles) on both sides 
of the “Coredn’ border. 

Russia, in her note of Jan. 6, insisted on 
her neutral zone, but vaguely. hinted her 
intention to respect Japan's rights in Man- 
churia. 

To this note Japan replied on Jan. 13, re- 
affirming her demands.

PACT BETWEEN JAPAN 
AND ENGLAND IS THORN 
FOR RUSSIAN STATESMEN 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21—The pact be- 
tween England and Japan looms up before 
Russia in her final negotiations with Ja- 
pan. This treaty, entered into a year ago, 
is causing much irritation in St. Peters- 
burg. 

There is no mistaking the purport of the 
convention, and that it is almed at Russia 
can be seen at a glance. The text of this 
notable treaty follows: 

The governments of Great Britain 
and Japan, actuated solely by a desire 
to maintain the status quo and gen- 
eral peace in the extreme Bast, being 
moreover sp®cially interested in main- 
taining the independence and territori- 
al imtegrity of the Empire of China 
and the Empire of Corea, and in se- 
curing equal opportunities in those 
countries for the commerce and indus- 
try of all nations, hereby agree as fol- 
lows: 

Article 1. The high contracting par- 
ties, having mutually recognized the 
independence of China and Corea, de- 
clare themselves to be entirely unin- 
fluenced by any aggressive tendencies 
in either country. Having in view, how-

pally to China, while Japan, in addi- 
tion to the interests which she pos- 
sesses in China, is interested in a pe- 
culiar degree politically, as well as 
commercially and industrially, in 
Corea, the high contracting parties 
recognize that it will be admissible for 
either of them to take such measures 
as may be indispensable in order to 
safeguard those interests if threatened 
either by the aggressive action of any 
power or by disturbances arising in 
China or Corea, and necessitating the 
intervention of either of the high con- 
tracting parties for the protection of 
the lives and property of its subjects. 

Article 2. If either Great Britain or 
Japan, in the defense of their respect- 
ive interests as above described, should 
become involved in war with another 
power, the other high contracting party 
will maintain a str’et neutrality, and 
use its e‘Yorts to prévent other powers 
from joining in hostility against its 
ally. 

Article 3. If in the above event any 
other power or powers should jo'n in 
hostilities against that ally, the other 
high contracting party will come to its 
“ asststance, and will conduct the war in 
common, and make peace in mutual 
agreement with it.

Adolph Fein, who has been brought back 
to St. Louis from the penitentiary to tell 
the federal grandjury of the part taken 
by others in the naturalization frauds, of 
which he is convicted, quarreled with h’‘s 
wife in the office of the United States 
marshal Thursday morning. 

The quarrel had its origin in Fein’s dec- 
laration that he proposed to keep clear 
of “entangling alliances’’ in the future, 
and that his wife must do the same.

Suddenly, in the midst of her confession, 
the poor woman, with a shriek, seized my 
coat sleeve and cried, ‘Father, look out! 
He's going to shoot!’’ 

I had barely time to turn around when 
I heard a shot. and a buliet struck: the 
purse in which I carried the blessed sac- 
rament suspended from a string about my 
neck and touching my coat a few inches 
below my heart. j

The ball, in striking the purse, bored a 
hole through the leather and dented the 
gold case ingide, which was the blessed 
sacrament, 

Two more shots were fired at me in 
rapid succession, both of which passed 
through my coat, dangerously near my 
heart. 

In a moment the room was filled with 
smoke, the firing ceased, and once more 
I was left alone with the dying woman. 

She spoke a few words, asking me to

I said not a word, but kept on walking.

Heard Name, but 
Has Forgotten It. 


I do not remember the woman's name, 
though I heard it at the time I was hear- 
ing her confession.

I have related my experience to no one 
outside of the church until now. I have 
kept my promise given to the dying wom- 
an.

Miles, Each Getting 85 Cents 
for Job of Twelve Days. 


ALL PACKING DONE THIS WAY 


Mirrors and Other Fragile Houshold 
Goods Are Transported Without 
Accident Through Rough- 
est Country. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. wr 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Moving day in 
some portions of South America is attended 
with far more inconveniences than it is in 
the cities of the United States, according to 
a gentleman recently returned from that 
region. “Just imagine,’ he says, “being 
able to have a piano carried over three 
hundred miles for $10 bill, and that, too, by 
way of difficult paths over mountains 11,000 
feet above the level of the sea. “And yet 
that is possible is Ecuador and other of 
the countries traversed by the Andes moun- 
tains, 

“The pianos are carried by the natives, 
who, although seldom weighing more than 
140 pounds and rarely being over five feet 
five inches in height, will carry as much of 
a burden as a burro, and sometimes more. 
It is a common sight in those countrmes to 
see one of these little fellows, with a load 
weighing fully 0 pounds suspended from 
fhe back of his neck, going along at his 
peculiar jogging gait, at the same time urs- 
ing forward a burro. 


“The reguiar price for carrying a piano 
from Guayaquil, on the Pacific coast, to 
Quito, the capital of Ecuador, a distance of 
820 miles, on the other side of the Andes, 
is 20 sucres, which is equivalent to about 
$10 in United States money. To engage the 
men to take the piano to Quito is a com- 
parry easy task, as there are always 

undreds of them lounging about the prin- 
cipal square in Guayaquil. 


400-Mile Trip 
Nothing to Them. 

““All you have to do is tell the first native 
you meet of your desire, and he will im- 
mediately call together a dozen of his com- 
rades, as willing and eager to undertake 


the long, arduous journey as if it were 
for two blocks instead of over nearly 
400 miles of the most difficult, desolate and 
God-forsaken country on the face of the 
earth 


feet song and about five inches in diameter, 
of tough bamboo wood, to the middle of 
which they will strap the piano in such a 
way that about eight feet of tlie pole will 
project from each end. Then six men will 
take their places at either end, swing the 
pole on their shoulders and away they go 
at a dog trot on their long trip. 

“The first 70 miles between Guayaquil and 
the mountains is through a low, level coun- 
try, and this section is covered in little 
more than two days. But after this coun- 
try is passed the route Iles through. the 
main range of the Andes, continually going 
up grade for 240 miles before they reach 
the top. 

“This 240 miles is traveled along narrow 
paths which at their very 
over 30 inches, frequestly narrowing down 
to 18. At intervals of about 200 feet are 
passing places, about five feet wide and 
20 feet lorg. These paths for mile af- 
ter mile run along ravines of tremendous 
depth, where one misstep would send one 
down 1000 feet or more. Sometimes the 
paths are just barely wide enough to get 
the plano through. 


Slim Diet on 
Which They Thrive. 


“When the day’s journey finished the 
men make preparations for their simple 
meal, which usually is nothing more than 
flour mixed with water until it reaches the 
consistency of custard. This flour is carried 
in horns, which are slung over the back 
after the style of a hunter's horn. And it 


is on food ,of this kind that these natives 
live, year ih and year out, 

“After this meal they lounge around, 
talking and smoking cigarettes, until night- 
fall, when they throw themselves on the 
ground for their night's rest, for they never 
sleep in a bed from one year's end to the 
other. Nearly all the natives are of mi 
vlood—Indian and Spanish. 

“There is no way of taking the pianos to 
the interior except by this method. On the 
other side of Quito, toward the Atlantic, 
| ies another range of the Andes, which 
almost as high as the one to the westwar 
and still harder to traverse.

Maria Andrews of Hast Haven, Conn., and 
Mrs. Mary Frances Richards of New 
Hiaven, Conn., brother and sisters of Theo- 
dore Hagaman, the widow, who is now the 
wife of Dr. Walter E. Delabarre, accepted 
terms not much different than those” offered 
to her before the case was first taken into 
court. 

Mrs. Delabarre, who is now living at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, refused to be seen, but 
from her room a statement was sent out 
in which it was said that Mrs. Delabarre 
refused to consider all offers of a com- 
promise until after the shadow of scandal 
was lifted from the case, and then she 
granted terms, which, though fair to the 
relatives of her husband, fully protected 
her interests. 

Thus is settled a suit which developed

| mined who should be admitted to the room 
'in which he was lying ill, and there, were 
few granted the privilege. Mr. Hagaman’'s 
relatives were barred.

til a few hourg before his death, 

With full control and acting under a 
power or attorney, Mrs. Hagaman, during 
the last six wee of her husband's life, 
transferred from his account to her own 
cash to the amount of $619,392. Before that 
she had received other large sums from 
her husband and it is understood that she 
also took possession of large blocks of val- 
ual securities, including Standard Oil 
STOCK. 

Theodore Hagaman for many years was 
well known in business circles in this city 
and along Broadway he was a familiar 
figure. He was part owner of the Albe- 
marie Hotel and was a member of the firm 
of Purnell & Hagaman, stock brokers. He 
had made and lost several fortunes,, but 
during the last years of his life he had 
been entirely stiecessful. While living at 
the Waldorf-Astoria he was taken ill early 
in 1900, and though he did not believe his 
condition was serious he continued to sink 
until September 11, when he died, 

Attending Mr. Hagaman as a physician 
was r. R. C. Fowler, who has spent an 
eventful life as a clergyman, promoter and 
heaier. For years, Dr. Fowler was con- 
nected with an establishment which manu- 
factured and gold patent medicines, and 
employed there by him was a Dr. James 
Heaid, who did have a diploma, something 
lacked by his employer. Dr. Heald pre- 
scribed for Mr. Hagaman until a short 
time before his death, when a Brooklyn 
specialist was called in, only to say that 
he could do nothing. 

Dr. Heald wrote a certificate giving 
cirrhosis of the liver, edema of the lungs 
and chronic gastritis as the causes of the 
| death of Mr. Hagaman. When the scandal 
,over his fortune broke his body was ex- 
jhumed and an autopsy disclosed that 
ineither edema of the lungs nor cirrhosis of

Mrs. Hagaman took possession of her 
husband's bank accounts while he was 
bedridden and also closed out his interest 
in the firm of Purnell & aman. From 
the stock brokers she received a check for 
$972,882, which she placed in the bank to 
her own credit. From the money thus re- 
ceived from her husband she ve to Dr. 
Flower more than $200,000, she Iso in- 
vested other large sums in Dr. lower’s

CHICAGO, Jan. 21—Nearly two months 
of work amid $500,000 expenditure for repairs 
will bé required, under the new ordinance, 
for the opening of the Chicago theaters. 
This is the estimate of theater managers 
and it does not include the amount which 
will be expended for the entire rebuilding 
of at least one theater—the Olympic. 
Most theater managers are convinced 
that their houses cannot open within six 


weeks. 
They had been led to believe that after 


the new ordinance had been passed they 
would be allowed to open under certain 
safeguards, and likely without their gal- 
leries. When they learned that they would 
be obliged to put in steel curtains and 
sprinklers they gave up all arrangements 
which had been made for immediate re- 


opening. 

Three theaters are closed certainly and 
five others have aimost admitted that they 
would be forced to gusenend. The number 
which will not be able to open has been 
estimated at from one-half to six-sevenths. 
In addition to the Olympic, the La Salle 
and Sam Jack's will be closed, although the 
La Salle claims a possibility of being able 
to meet requirements. 

Among the houses which, according to 
announcements, may close without at- 
tempting to make changes are: 

The Criterion. 

The New Marlowe. 

The Thirty-first Street. 

Studebaker Music Hall (as a theater). 

Avenue. 

There is little probability of the Masonic 

Temple Theater reopening this summer. 
It is legislated out of existence as a theater 
unless it reduces the seating capacity to 
less than 500 and provides two flights of 
stairs from the nineteenth floor of the Ma- 
sonic Temple to the street. 
. Others undoubtedly will be added to this 
list of eight. None of the managers fully 
appreciate the scope of the new law or 
the changes it will require in the structural 
arrangements of the houses. 

That the new ordinance will cause ex- 

nse is not all. It cuts down revenue. 

here are few theaters which will be able 
to use more tham two fioors for many 
months, and many, even of the best, miay 
abandon the gallery permanently. 

One result of this will reach the theater 
patron directly. The price of theater tick- 
ets is almost certain to be increased. It is 
said that $2 and $2.00 as a standard price 
for seats is likely to be advocated by the 
managers ami! that the low-priced houses 
will make corresponding increases. 

Where a theater retains something like 
its previous seating capacity there may be 
a disposition to hold out against the in- 
crease in price, and in such theaters the 
—— may not be made. ma ers, 

owever. are looking to *“ theater patrons 
to reimburse them for the loss they will 
sustain from diminished seati capacity. 

The small cities surrounding Chicago will 
be better paying theatrical towns than Chi- 

. it is said by some of the managers. 

Other managers are hoping that the peo- 
ple will respond to the opening of the the- 
aters peer conditions pronounced absolute- 
y safe.

HOUSE IS FOR PURE FOOD. a inet ‘rounded Bust, 


Adopts Measure Against Adulteration 


of Provisions, 201 to 68. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—-The House has 
passed the Hepburn pure food bill on a 
rising vote, 201 to 68, its opponents being 
unable to secure a rolicall on the bill. 

The bill fixes the standards of foods and 
drugs as to their parity, strength and char- 
acter and defines what shall be considered 


adulterations of foods or drugs. It also pro- 
hibits interstate commerce, importations 
and exportation of such misbranded or 
adulterated articles. 

It is proposed to enlarge the scope of 
the bureau of chemistry to include the 
bureau of foods and impose upon it the 
duty of performing all chemical work of 
the other executive departments. This bu- 
reau was charged with we i  insnecting. 
which belong to interstate or forei com- 
merce. The secretary of agriculture is 
given authority to employ such chemists,

25 years, with the privilege of renewal. At 
the same time she secured the ht to 
build a railroad from these ports to Harbin, 
a great new Russian city on her Trans- 
manchuriar iine. Her action did not pass 
without challengé, and Great Britain. was 
not satisfied until she had secured from 
Russia an explicit promise to keep the ports 
of Port Arthur and Talien-wan open to the 
commerce of the world. 

Here matters rested until the Boxer up- 
rising, during which Ruesia overran Man- 
churla with armies, which she has never 
yet withdrawn. From that time until her 
final failure, last October, Russia was 
ceaselessly negotiating with China for 
rights over Manchuria, which would have 
amounted to nothing less than an official 
recognition of the Russian protectorate

WRIGHT SAYS HE 


LOST $1,500,000 


Facts Brought Out in Cross-Examing- 
tion of the London & Globe 
Fromoter. 


LONDON, Jan. le1.—Whitaker Wright, 
the company promoter on trial on the 


day after two days’ of cross-examination. 
The judge designated as “‘lies’’ several of 
Wright’s statements regarding various 
amounts, some as large as $2,500,000 appear- 
ing on the credit side of the London and 
Globe Corporation’s balance sheet, but the 
defendant contended that they were mere- 
ly “slips of the tongue.” He concluded 
with declaring that the failure of the 
British America Co. was caused by the 
malice of a group of members of the Lon- 
don Stock Exchange, who depreciated the 
London and Globe shares. Wright added 
that he was left with $2,000,000 worth of 
these shares.
